ROUie MUST BE COVERED 

R,' D. Mail Carriers Who Pail, Must Stand 
Reduction in Pay. 

The postofilce department is becom- 
ing more stringent in requiring that all 
rural routes must be seryed in its in- 
tirety. Heretofore dnring the winter 
storms and the rainy weather in the 
spring, the carriers would not always 
make the entire route each day, and 
were allowed their regular pay, if 
they covered the greater part of their 
routes,, after all reasonable attempts. 

But now the department will make 
reductions in the carrier's pay upon 
any partial failure each day. 

A reduction will be made in each 
partial, failure in the following cases: 

Whenever the partial failure ma)' be 
attributed to the condition of the car* 
riers' stock or equipment, or is due to 
his failure in stormy weather or in 
stime of high water or bad roads, to 
use every- endeavor to serve his entire' 
route by traveling every road avail- 
able; when the failure is due to the 
lack of interest in the service or mis- 
conduct on the part of the carrier, 
sickness, or any personal nature to the 
carrier. 

Upon reaching an obstructed point 
a stream which is unfordable or a 
bridge which cannot be crossed, he 
hould make such deviation from the 
official line of travel as to avoid the 
obstruction. If this is not possible he 
must return immediately to the post- 
ofllce and start out ' in the opposite 
direction Whenever, after leaving 
the postoflice, the carrier finds that he 
can't reach his route, he must travel 
some other roads, although thev may 
be covered by another carrier, and 
make every endeavor to serve the. 
patrons. The excuse that the roads 
are slippery or too hard to travel wil' 
not be considered, as each carrier must 
be equipped to serve his route under all 
conditions of roads or weather.

If the deal goes through, admission 
to the Show to members of the Milk 
Producers' Association and their fami- 
lies, will be reduced to 25 cents on the 
day of the picnic. . 



Would Purchase the W'. R. & L. Traction 
and operate over fox Lake Line 

It is stated by some of the stock- 
holders in the, Waukegan, RockforcLupd- 
Elgin traction company, the new own- 
ers of th(s, old Waukegan, Fox Lake 
and Western railroad, would soon make 
efforts to take over that road and gain 
an entrance to Waukegati by means of 
the old Fox Lake liile'franchise. 

Some time ogo, the pronnoters of the 
Waukegan, Rockford and Elgin Trac- 
tion company made strenuous efforts 
to gain a franchise for the entrance of 
their road into Waukegan, but their 
attempts failed, when the council re- 
fused to grant the petition presented. 

The franchise of the Waukegan, Fox 
Lake and Western still has fifteen 
years to run, ond it is thought that the 
new company will take over the Wau- 
kegan, Rockford and Elgin traction 
lines, and operate their cars over the 
Fox Lake tracks. 

The officials of the Fox Lake line 
refused to make any statement as to 
their plans for the future of the road, 
but it was stated that it was thought 
that the Rockford and Elgin line would 
build to the city limits and then run 
into Waukegan over the Fox Lake 
franchise. 

What effect this would have on the 
Chicago and Milwaukee electric is 
easily seen, when it is known that the 
tracks are necessary for that company 
for an entrance into that city. 



State's Attorney Ralph Dady sprung 
a little surprise Monday morning in the 
County court, when, with one sweep 
of his hand, he cleared the docket of 
the County court of every Zion City 
alleged illegal voting cose and imme- 
diately started new proceedmgs in the 
same court against the entire 193. 

The whole matter came up under 
a motion for a change of venue. At- 
torneys Field and Barnes of Woodstock, 
for General overseer Voliva had pre- 
pared affidavits, both before Circuit 
Judge Charles Whitney and County 
Judge Persons- Attornev Field gained 
the permission for a change of yenue 
before the Circuit judge, and as soon 
as he was through with his arguments 
in County court, State's Attorney Dady 
arose, and nolle prossed the entire 193 
indictments in that court, '.and a few 
minutes later filed information against 
193, the same ones wh6 were named in 
the indictments rL»turned by the special 
grand jury session in May. / 
• This will clear the Ciicuit docket 
of all Zion election cases, except the 
election contest over the office of 
mayor of Zion City. The entire list 
of cases will now be heard before ihe 
county judge, one from some other 
county, as a change of venue wiU be 
asked in the new cases. 

The cases in County court were tak- 
en into that court on transcripts from 
the Circuit court. One hundred and 
ninety-three indictmt'nts were returned 
by the special May grnnd jury and part 
were turned over to the County court 
to relieve the strain in Circuit court. 
Today all were nolle prossed and new 
informations filed. 

This will take about 140 cases olt'the 
docket of the Circuit court ond will add 
the same number to the work of the 
County court, 

A change of venue in the cases were 
granted in^ Circuit court by Judge 
Charles Whitney, but these cases in 
this court will not come to trial. A 
change of veiiue will also be asked in 
the entire list from Judge Persons, and 
it is thought that Judge DeWolft of 
Belvidere will sit in the cases which 
will be tried.

ESTIMAT LOSS AT $2,000 



ELECTRICITY ^ A WOOL GROWER 

Prof. Silas Wentworth claims that on 
his experimental farm at Roseville, 
Cal., electricity has proved capable of 
doubling the production of lambs and 
greatly increasing the yield of wool. A 
flock of sheep was divided, one half be- 
ing placed in a field under the power 
wires of an electric company, while the 
other portion was removed from elec- 
tric influences. The fleeces of the sheep 
in the electrically influenced Held were 
20 per cent heavier 'and the lambs more 
than twice as numerous. This aston- 
ishing foreign office report suggests a 
new opportunity for invieatigation in 
our country, where the effect of elec- 
tricity on vegetation has been for some 
time receiving attention. The time 
may yet come when there will be a 
ready market for cheap current in the 
service of agriculture.

Hydrophiu Epidemic is a Dear one for 
Lake County. 

it is estimated that the recent mad 
dog scare in this county has cost the 
people close to $2,000. 

The loss has been confined to the 
neighborhood of Gurnee, Wadsworth, 
Russell, York House and Zion City and 
is made up of h6rses, hogs, cattle and 
poultry, some of which died of rabies 
and some of which it was deemed 
necessary to kill. . 

Every effort is being made to check 
the spread of the disease and farmers 
are keeping a strict watch over their 
stock. The city of Waukegan is also 
included in the epidemic and a number 
of dogs suffering from the disease have 
been shot as well as others that were 
under suspicion or were hnown to haye 
been bitten. 

One man, a grocer by the name of 
Charles Steinkamp was bitten and has 
petitioned the city council to help him 
bear the expense of a course of treat- 
ment at the Pasteur Institute, and al- 
together matters have reached a crisis 
where Mayor Bidinger seeing that it 
was imperative that some decided 
steps must be taken has issued a pro- 
clamation in which he has ordered 
every dog owner in the city to see that 
the animal is tied up for a period of six 
weeks or until all evidence of the dis- 
ease has disappeared. 

The police were notified to see that 
the proclamation was enforced to the 
very letter and arrests will be made In 
case of violations. 



The Lake County grand jury late last 
Friday afternoon rendered a report in 
which forty-one indictments were re- 
turned, thirty-nine of the number being 
salqon keepers who were indicted on the 
chargeof keeping their saloon open on 
Sunday. "^ ^ 

These indictments follow closely upon 
an active prosecution conducted by 
State's Attorney Dady who subpoenaed 
to appear as witnesses many prominent 
business men. At fiirSt there was & 
strong tendency toward forgetfulnea 
among the witnesses but that spell was 
broken through the fact that the state 
and grand jury had the "dead wood" 
on a number of them for potential al- 
leged perjury, and with prison terms of 
from one to fourteen years looming up- 
in the horizon, for those who might 
perjure themselves, a decided change 
of front was made, memories were 
refreshed and a complete story of the 
frequenting of the Sunday saloons was 
brought out. 

A few still remained unwilling to re- 
member certain facts and presisted in 
stating that although it was a fact that 
they had visited saloons on Sunday and 
bought drinks on that day since May, 
they were unable to recall the place and. 
the date. These were kept on the 
string and given eveay opportunity to 
recollect before the perjury ax should 
fall. 

Many a hot tilt was indulged in during 
the quiz as well as a generous amount 
of sarcasm. One instance is related 
where one witness whfcn asked whether 
he had been in a saloon on Sunday with- 
in the past eighteen mdnths, replied 
that he had and had taken a drink with 
the states attorney. "That's a lie" 
shouted Dady and if you'll come outside 
this jury room, I'll prove it to you. 

Each of the thirty-nine saloon men 
involved in the affair are preparing to> 
file a petition asking the court to quash 
each of the thirty-nine 'indictments. 
Claiming that the State's Attorney 
overstepped his rights by cross exam- 
ining the witnesses before the grand 
jury. They will also petition the courfe 
to grant a change of venue. 

George Field, attorney for Voliva, . 
is'the choice of the majority of the 
saloon men to act ob their counsel. If 
he accepts he will be assisted by two 
Chicago la^vyeiB. 

Each of the twenty-nine appeared 
before Judge Whitney, Monday moan- 
ing and furnished bonds for ?300.

GYPSIES ARE 

FORCED OUT OF 

KENOSHA COUNTY 

After a week of constant troubla 
Chief of Police O'Hare and Sheriff An* ' 
drew Stahl believe they have rid Keno- 
sha county of the gypsy hordes. A 
cavalcade of forty wagons last week left; 
Pleasant Prairie for the west taking in 
them more than 300 of the nomads. 
These included all of the members of 
the Bimble tribe and half a dozen other 
tribes who had gathered for the trial of 
the Bimble cases in the circuit court. 
Before the gypsies left the county they 
were forced to settle several claims for 
damages made by farmers in the neighs 
boreood of the camp. They did not: 
leave the county willingly and in fact; 
for a time they declared, that they, 
would fight any effort on the part of 
the court or the officials to force them 
out, but when a half a dozen members 
of the. tribe were threatened with ar> 
rested for petty offenaea and when it 
was found that the sheriff was deter- 
mined to put some of the women in 
jail the gypsies tore down their tenta.

Us 
record of the toll gathered by that 
complacent sea down — far down — bo- 
low the rails. 

Nine hundred and elghty-slx of tbe 
iforld's merchant marine — steam and 
sail— totally lost In the year 1908, say 
these careful B*rencJi statisticians, and 
this tolly recognizes only steam ves- 
Bela of over 100 tons' burden. Such 
the record of complete destruclton. and 
the following the count of damage not 
Irreparable: Four thousand two hun- 
dred and seventy-three steamers in- 
jured by fire, colflslon, stranding, 
stress of weather and other causes. 
The destruction varies from year to 
year; In 1907 there were 1,104 total 
losses among merchant shlpa; In 
1905. 1,038 -steamships and sailing 
vessels were gripped by the sea. —

Buildings which figured prominently 
tin the negotiations between Washington and 
Cornwallls, which practically resulted In end- 
ing tho war, are atlll standing, preserved as 
monuments to tho patriots who . erected on 
Ibis continent a froo and InUopendont common- 
wealth. 

Tho downfall of Cornwallls, which also 
spelled' tho end of British hopes for retaining 
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the colonics under the sway of King Qeorgo's 
tyrannical power, was brought about by tho 
masterly tactics of General Washington. The 
American commandor led bleadverBary to be* 
Hove ho Intended to make an attack on Now 
York. Comwallls, completely fooled by tho 
movements of tho revolutionary army, waa 
caught In a trap. Hemmed' In on all sides, se- 
curely bottled up In Yorktown with communi- 
cations and food supplies cut oiT, the British 
commander was forced to surrender. 

Cornwallls' Invasion of Virginia followed a 
long and. unsuccessful campaign In North Caro* 
Una. Tho British general made up his mind 
that his exhausting labors thoro would prove 
unprofltablo until Virginia was subjugated. On 
April 25. 17S1, ho started northward from 
Wilmington, N. C. He reached Petersburg, Va., 
May 20, and during the next two weeks at- 
tempted to capture Lafayotto, who was In com- 
mand of the small Amorlcan forces for the de- 
fense of Virginia. LaXayette succosslully evad- 
ed the British and, June 10, was reinforced by 
General' Anthony .Wnyno with 1,000 Infantry 
and six guns. Tho British commander so far 
fonbd In his objects, bad to march back to 
nichmbnd and thence to Williamsburg, near 
tho coast, thus practically abandoning control 
over any part of Virginia except where naval 
forces gave possession. Lafayotto effected a 
Junction with Baron Steuben on June 18, and 
thus increased his force to about 4,000 men. 
Tbo Americans had now become the pursuers 
Instead of tho pursued, and followed the Brit- 
ish, haraeslng their roar and.flanlts. 

Boon afterward the British army concen- 
trated at Portsmouth and preparations were 
under way to transport a considerable portion 
of It to New York, when Cornwallls rocelvod 
ordera from Gonornl Clinton, the British com- 
mander-in-chief, to fortify Old Point Comfort 
.at the present, Fortress Monroe, ahd If advisa- 
ble, Yorktown. Obeying those Instructions, 
Icomwnnis ordered a survey of Old. Point Com- 
Ifort.'biit on the advice of his engineers was 
lobllgcd to represent to Clinton that It was 
wholly unfit and Inadequate for a naval sta- 
Jofl. Then, following what ho bolleved to bo 
Iho spirit of his orders, CornwalllB, before 
learlng from Clinton, moved up to Yorktown 
ind began to fortify It' In connection with 
jlouceater, on tho opposite ehoro. 
Moanwhllo Washington and Rochambeau, 
rith the allied French and'Amerlcah -forces, 
/ere at Dobbs Ferry, N. Y., menacing New 
fork city and awaiting the arrival of the prom- 
led French _J^et_undor\Adta^ Orasso. 
[hat o'fnccr' wrote that ho expected to sail for 
Ihesapeako Bay on Aug^ist 13, but that ho 
lould remain In American waters, only i^ short 
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iWashlngton, who^ad heretofore roalBtod on- 
atlcB to removp tho army from Now York 
operations In tho south, determined to ce- 
rate with Admiral do Qrasao In an attack 
n Cornwallls. With about 4.000 French 
i 2,000 contlnentxilB" ho started across. Now 
M^iSey August 19, and by September 26 had 
joined Lafayotto aii<l additional Virginia mlUtla 
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under Governor Nelson at Wllllaihsburg. Tho 
French fleet, Septombor 6, defeated tho British 
under Admiral Graves, and then held tho Ches. 
apeaUo to prevent British relnforcomenta. 
Washington took position before Yorktown 
September 28, and the night of the 29th Corn- 
wallls abandoned his outer works before the 
town. The first of October finds our engineers 
roconnolterlng the position and works of the 
enemy. The 2d wltnessod the gallantry of tho 
Duko do Lauzun and his legion In driving back 
Tarleton, whose raids so long had been the 
terror of Virginia and the Carollnas. On tho 
Cth, tho allied armies broke ground for their 
final parallel, and proceeded to mount their 
battorica on the 7th and 8th. On the 9th, two 
batteries wore opened— Washington himself 
applying tho torch to tho first gun; and on tho 
10th. three or four more wore In play, silencing 
, the enemy's works. On tho 11th, the Indo- 
fatlgablo Steuben was breaking tho ground for 
our second parallel, within leas thnn 400 yards 
of tho enemy, which was flhlshod the next 
morning, and more batteries were mounted on 
the 13th: and 14th, But the great achievement 
of the siege still awaits its. accompllahnient. 
Two advanced British redoubts aro blocking 
the way to any further approach, and thoymust 
be stormed. Tho allied troops divide the dan- 
ger and the glory botyeen them, and emulate 
each other In the asaault. One of tho redoubts 
Is assigned to the French, grenadiers and chas- 
seurn under do VIoraoBnll. The other Is as- 
signed to tho American- light Infantry under 
Lafayette. Both redoubts wery soon captured 
and the fate of Cornwallls was sealed. "A 
small and precipitate sortie," as Washington 
calls it. was made by tho British on the fol- 
lowing evening, rosultlng In nothing. Tho next 
day a vain attempt to evacuate their works 
and to escape by crossing over to Gloucester 
was defeated by a violent storm. 

At' ten o'clock on tho morning of tho 17th of 
October, 1781, the British beat a parley, and 
Lord Cornwallls propoaed a cessation of hos- 
tllUles for twenty-four hours that commlaalon. 
era mightmeot at-ithe house of a Mr. Mo ore In 
the rear of tho first American parallel, Wash- 
ington replied with a grant of two hours' cessa- 
tion, that terms might bo proposed In writing. 
Finding thoir general tenor admissible,! hos- 
tilities wore suspended for the night, and 
Washington proposed his own termii. Commis- 
Blonors were appointed. Colonel L-luronB, the 
Vlcomto do NoalUea, and M. de.OrandchaIn on 
tho part of Washington; Lieutenant Colonel 
Dundas and 'Major Itoss on that of CornwalllB. 
Tho 18th. was consumed In negotlatlone, which 



Washington brought to a close by having tho 
draft of tho agreement copied, sending It on 
the morning of tho 19th, and demanding that It 
should be signed by eleven, and the garrison 
march out at .two o'clock. 

Hocharabeau describes the surrender; "Tho 
'Americans and French took possession of the 
two batteries at noon. Tho garrison marched 
out at two o'clock between tho two armies, 
drums heating, carrying their arms, which wore 
stacked, with about twenty finga. Lord Corn- 
wallls being 111, General O'Hara marched out 
at the head of tho garrison. When he ap- 
proached mo (Ilochambeau) ho presented his 
Bword. I pointed to Gonoral Washington op- 
posite to me as the head of tho American 
army, and said to him that as the French army 
was an auxiliary on this continent, that it waa 
now from the American general that ho must 
take orders." 

The manner of tho capitulation was modeled 
on tho harsh terms Cornwallls had Imposed on 
Gonoral Lincoln at tho siege or Charleston, tho 
previous year. Tho colors were cased. The 
defeated army was not permitted to play an 
American or French tune, and It was to Lin- 
coln himself that the formal surrender was 
made. ■ 

In his general orders of the 20th Washington 
^ congratulated tbo army on tho glorious evenU 
of tho day previous, and expressed his warm 
gratitude to tho French king and his orUcers, 
naming each In his orders with suitable phrase 
and commendation, and requested tho Count de 
Rochambeau "to present In his. name to tho 
regiments of Agenola and Doiix-Ponts tho two 
plecoa of brass ordnance captured by thom (as 
a testimony of their gallantry) In storming tho 
enemy's iredoubt .on the night of tho 14th Inst., 
when omcers and men so unlvorsnlly vied with 
each other In tho excrciao of every soldierly 
virtue." 

Tho victors found tho llttlo town of York, 
which at that time contained about sixty houses 
in n state of absolute dilapidation. Thoy wore 
literally honeycombed by balls. The British 
ofilcora complimented the French on the pre- 
cision of their fire, and confessed that thoy 
woro the first artlllerlata In ISuropo, while tho 
French wore equally amazed at tho wonderful 
proficiency the Americans had acquired with 
their limited experience. Tho house of Secre- 
tary Nelson of Virginia, which had Borved as 
Cornwallla* hondquartera. and the most stately 
building In tho town, remained for yeara a sig- 
nificant witness of the accuracy of tho Hrb of 
the allloa. 

This raro epoclmen of archltecturo, built lu 
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■ 1740, was tho home of 
Thomas Nelson, a signer 
of tho Declaration of In- 
dependence, a governor 
of Virginia, and finally a 
major-general In the 
American army. 

This sturdy relic of 
many wars waa the olll- 
clal headquarters ofLrfsrd 
Cornwallls as head of 
the British army during 
tho Blego ot: 1781. Alter 
tho close of tho war It 
marked the renewal not 
only of a friendship be- 
tween soldiers, but the 
friendship of nations. 
-The French and the 
United States were close- 
ly cemented together 
through the visit of Gen- 
eral Lafayette to his old- 
tlmo war friend. Major 
General Nelson. 
In 1881 a centennial celebration of tho victory 
over CornwalllB was bold at Yorktown and tho 
„.corneratono ol the national .monument Tvaq. laid 
with elaborate ceremonies in the presence of a 
great concourse of people. On the. base of the 
monument tbo following Inscription Is engraved: 
"At York on October 19, 1781, after a siege of 
nineteen days, by 5,500 Americans and 7,000 
French troops of the line, 3,500 Virginia mllltia 
under command of General Thomas Nelson and 
30 French ships of war, Earl CornwalllB, com- 
mander of the British force at York and Glou- 
cester, surrendered his army, 7,251 officers and 
men, 840 seamen, 244 cannon and '24 standards, 
to his or.cellency, George Washington, com- 
mandor-ln-chlef of the combined forces of Amer- 
ican and France; to his excellency, , the Comte 
de Rochambeau. commanding tho auxiliary 
troops of hiB most Christian majesty In America 
and to hla excellency, the Comte do Grasse, com- 
manding In chief the naval army of Franco In 
ChoBapeake." 

Grace church, which figured prominently In 
the historic events Just related, la still used- aa 
a place of worship. The edlhco Is of marl rock 
construction and was built In 1700. Tho old bell 
was a gift from Queen Anne In 1725. The orig- 
inal communion service Is still In use. Curiously 
carved designs of a head and a Hon are easily 
dlscernable, but the emblems on tho service are 
indistinct. On tho quaint tombstones In the 
churchyard aro the names of many of the famous 
Nelson family. 

The oldest custom houao In tho United States 
Is situated at Yorktown and Is one of the moat 
interesting of the historic buildings. It was built 
in 1781 and was tho port of entry for New York, 
Philadelphia and many other of our great cities 
when they wore In their infancy. 

Yorktown was also tho scene of considorable 
activity at one period during the Civil war. 
When General McCIellan began the Peninsular 
campaign April 4, 18G2, he found Yorktown for- 
tified and a lino drawn from the town across 
the peninsula to the mouth of tho Warwick 
river. Gen. J. B. Magruder, In command of tho 
Confedorato forces, had hardly more than 11,000 
men In all, of whom 5,000 were at Yorktown. 
General McCIellan, who very much overesti- 
mated tho Confederate foroes» . awaited rein- 
forcements and began soige oi>erationa. At tho 
end of tho month McCIellan had In position 115,- 
000 men while Gen. Joseph E. Johnston, -who had 
assumed command of the Confederate forcos on 
April 17, had hardly more than 50,000 men on 
tho peninsula. Just as McCIellan was ready to 
open fire. General Johnston withdrew May 3. 
His rear guard was overtaken near Williams- 
burg on May 5, and an Indecisive battle was 
fought. 

Yorktown Is the county seat of York county, 
Virginia, and Is situated about 70 miles south- 
east of Richmond, on tho York river. Although 
one of tho oldest and most historic towns in tho 
country, Yorktown has never attained tho prom- 
inence and Importance commercially that Its 
founders had prophesied for It, and today It has 
a population of but a few hundred. 



Dov/ Ponds In Groat Britain. 
Among the most singular archaeological re- 
mains found la Great Britain are the ancient 
dew ponds, the construction of which Is as- 
scribed to the neolithic ago. Tho purposo 6f 
thGBO ponds was to furnish drinking water for 
cattle. An exposed position where oprlngs woro 
absent was, selected and a broad, hollowed sur- 
face was foitned and covered over with straw, 
or some other non-conducting material. Above 
was sprpud a thick layer of clay strewn with 
stones. During the'night' the cold surface of 
the clay cauaed an abundance of moisture to 
condense from lower layera of the air. Some 
of thoao anclot dew ponds aro stlU working.

Prominent Business Man and Former 

Secretary of Interior Succumbs at 

Hla Home In New York City. 

Now York. — CqmcUus N. Dliss, for- 
mer secretary of the Interior and 
prominent for many years In business 
and politics, died hero. 

From 1892 to 1908 he waa trensuror 
of the Uepubllcan national committee 
and participated In tho party coun- 
sels that directed several strenuous 
prcaldentlnl compalgns. 

Mr. DllsB was bom at Fall River, 
Mass., January 2G.1E33. His ances- 
tors were early settlers In New Eng- 
land. 

Mr. Bliss attained prominence In the 
commercial world and hlB services 
wore In great demand by powerful 
corporate Interests. He was direc- 
tor and ofllcer in several banks, trust 
companies and Insurance companies. 
An active interest In politics was 
taken by Mr. Bltss for many years. 
Ho was head of a committee that 
came to Chicago tn 1884 to urge the 
rcnomlnallon of Arthur for tho prea- 
Idency. He was chairman of tho 
Now York state Republican commit- 
tee in 1887 and 1888 and was treasur- 
er of tho Republican notional commit- 
tee from 1893 to 1908. 

In 1889-90 Mr. Bliss was a member 
of tho International American con- 
ference nt Washington. 
.The appointment as eocretnry of 
tho interior was made by President. 
McKlnley. Mr, BUbs served from 
March 4, 1897 to February 29, 1899. 
when ho retired for business rea- 
sons, . ' 

He was a member of several clubs 
and of the Now England society. In 
1859 he married Miss Elizabeth 
Plumer ot Boston.
